THE MARSHALL ISLANDS

Comaunication within a coun- 
try of only 70 Square miles nor- 
mally would not be a problem...if 
this small land area was aassed 
together. But in the Republic of 
the Marshal] Islands, this tiny 
amount of land 1S Spread amongst 
more that 1,000 islands scattered 
over a half million square miles 
of the Pacific Ocean. So from 
the earliest days of human habita- 
tion, communication has been the 
backbone of this society. 

Initially, outrigger canoes 
were the only means to send word 
from one island or atoll to anoth- 
has to adsire both the 
courage and navigational abili- 
these so-called “priai- 
tive” sailors, for they would 
cross hundreds of alles of open 
ocean and accurately arrive on a 
strip of flat land that 1s not 
even visible beyond the near hori- 
zon. They had no modern coapass- 
es or marine radios for eaergen- 
cles. They knew their way be- 
cause each and every navigator 
had carefully studied a chart of 
pandanas wood, coconut fiber and 
sea shells. From these, wave pat- 
terns and island locations were 
precisely known. 

The ancient art of Marshalles 
Navigation and long-distance out- 
rigger communication has essen- 
tially vanished into history.

And individu- 
al haws have as up-to-date gear 
and radio interests as could be 
expected anywhere on earth! 

Most of these hams have come 
from other parts of the world, 
bringing with them both their hob- 
by and their distinctive ac- 
cents. 50 while you may find a 
KK6 station on the air that can 
give you a taste of what the offi- 
Clal language of this Micronesian 
nation, Marshallese. sounds like, 
you are actually ore likely to 
find operators with varying de- 
grees of knowledge of Marshallese 
and speak with American, Austra- 
lian, or even Tuvaluan accents.

If you want to know what the 
weather will be in Yu@a, Arizona 
tomorrow, or how cold 1t was yes- 
terday in Fairbanks, Alaska, just 
ask your computer. At least, 
that’s what Metacomet Software, 
Inc. hopes users will do. 

Metacomet recently completed 
Accu-Weather Forecaster, a soft- 
ware package that can lmport and 
analyze live weather data fro 
the Accu-Weather Inc., weather 
service. The data includes air 
pressure, fog, rain, wind direc- 
tion and speed and steering- winds 
which exist at some 18,000 feet, 
and help determine the direction 
weather systeas take. 

While aimed in part at the 
hobbyist market, the package 15s 
also applicable to any business 
that depends on the weather. . 
These businesses include agricul- 
ture, amusement parks, transporta- 
tion firms and ski areas, all of 
which make business decisions. 
based on often out-of-date weath- 
er forecasts. 

Metacomet is also pitching 
the product to on-the-go execu- 
tives to assist in travel plan- 
ning. The package is not intend- 
ed for businesses such as large 
airports, which already have 
trained seteorologists on staff. 

Small insurance firas hoping 
to predict potential damages froa 
storas are also a target of the 
product. But like major air- 
ports, most large insurance firs 
employ meteorologists and can pre- 
dict storm damages before a Stora 
occurs. 

When using Accu-Weather For- 
caster, users log on to the Accu- 
Weather service at 1,200 bit/sec. 
and download specifically request- 
ed information. 

The software can map. the 
date, allowing the user to make 
the forecast. Accu-Weather also 
provides premade  Accu-Weather 
forecasts, but these are not as
